Seized Riga Bridge in Attack. 


BERLIN, Oct..11.—A dispatch to the 
Lokal-Anzeiger from Mitau states that 
the trcops under Colonel Avaloff-Ber- 
mondt this\morning occupied the bridge 
across the Dyina at Riga, connecting a 
suburb with Riga itself.

I saw thou- 
sands of starving mothers who were 
desolate, not on their own account alone, 
but because they had no food to give 
their children. I saw people living on 
one cup of soup a d who saved some 
of that to give cripp who could not 
go after their own. 

‘““There are tho ds and thousands 
of starving Je -s ih Rumania without 
shoes, almost w.thout clothes. In Vien- 
na, alone,- there are between 80,000 to 
40,000 refugee Jews, living on the plate 
of soup and the piece of bread that they 
get every day from the Jewish relief 
stations. They cannot yet return to 
their homes. remember seeing there 
an old woman, 76 years old, paralyzed,

lying in bed in an old shack, and man- 
aging to subsist on what her neighbors 
spared her from their own soup every 
day. The kindness of these destitute 
ahd starving people to each other was 
amazing.

When their parents saw them 
eave, although they did not know gust 
when. they -would see their children 
again. or whether they _themselves 
might be sent from Vienna before they 
came back, they tried to cheer,’ they 
were so glad the youngsters were leav- 
ing starvation behind. The Relief Com- 
mittee also sent 600 children to Trieste

Colonel Pribicevitch especially deplores 
the reports of disorders in Jugoslavia, 
asserting that conditions are more 

> nearly norinal\there than anywhere else 
in Burope. He emphasizes as one of the 
reforms fot which the Democratic} 
Party, of. which he is a member, is | 
fighting agrarian reform, which con- 
Fists in. giving to the peasant the own- 
ership.of the land which he cultivates, 
volunteers who fought for independence 
to receive it outright. and others to be | 
allowed to buy it on easy terms of pay- | 
ment. He expects to see the political 
situation cleared up by. the coming elec- 
tions, looks for Fiume*to be turned overs 
to his country, and hopes for American 
help in the development of Jugosilay in- | 
dustry and:in the organization of agri- 
culture “on a modern basis.

MILITARY TRAINING 
Comthission Will Require City’s 
Colleges and Universities 
to Obey Slater Law. . 


YOUTHS 16 TO 19 AFFECTED

The, Slater “law, which provides for 
compulsory military training in “New- 
York State for all/boys between the 
ages of°16 and 19, will be rigorously 
enforced in all the colleges and uni- 
versities of New York City, .according 
to a statement yesterday by Major J. 
‘Wesley Lyon, supervising officer for this 
district. No exemptions would be made, 
he said, except for reasons provided for 
in’ the law, ‘and no boys would escape 
merely, because they afe students at a 
college. ‘ 

Representativés of the New York Mill- 
tary .Treining Commission, which is 
supervising the enforcement of the stat- 
ute, would visit all the colleges of New 
York tomorrow or Tuesday, Major. 
Lyon said. These agents will.ask for a 
complete list of all students affected by 
the. law; and will take the necessary 
steps to see that the compulsory train- 
ing is carried out, either by the col- 
lege-authoritfes or by instructors of the 
State Commission. 

Officers of the. various \ institutions, 
when notified unofficially of Major 
Lyon’s statement, were mildly surprised 
and admitted that the move was unex- 
pected.’ One officer ‘said that to his 
knowledge ‘most of the city's’ colleges 
had begun to look on the Slater law as 
a *‘ dead letter’’ as far as they were 


concerned, and were not anticipating its 
immediate enforcement. e 


Exemption of Students. 


Major Lyon said that if necessary 
steps would be taken that heretofore 
had not been*possible because no ques- 
tionnaires were sent out last Spring. 
He admitted that the law had been only 
stackly carried out at that time in the 
colleges, hut pointed out’ that the list 
of names made from the questionnaires 
would be an effective weapon, especially 
since the Slater law provides that no 
boys under 19 may be enrolled ina 
school unless they have certificates stat- 
ing that they are drilling or are about 
to drill. 

“ Not a student will be exempted un- 
less his case comes under those outlined 
in thevlaw,’’ the Major said, ‘‘ Students 
who are taking an unusually heavy 
schedule of studiesseand show an earnest 
desire to advance faster. than, required 
by the college regulations will-be let 
off, especially if they are attending 
evening classes.’ The same ig “true. of 
the working‘ boy savhoe is -ambitious 
enough to go ta school it.

More than 2,500 underclassmen wilt be 
affected, according “to estimates made 
last night by officers of the various in- 
stitutions.

which has no military training of any 
kind, estimated that 400 of its men were 
below 19.

The training of its. students may be 
taken over by éach collége if it so de- 
sires, Major Lyon says, Colleges which 
already have a Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps, such as Columbia, New York 
University and City College, will prob- 
ably drill their own men.

GIVES MEDAL 10 
GARDINAL MERCIER 


Prelate Honored by Pennsyl- 
vania Society on- His De- 
parture for Scranton. _~ 


PRAISED. BY WICKERSHAM 


Primate. Likened to David — He 
“ Commends War Sérvices of 
Schwab and Edison. 


Bringing his visit to New York to a 
close, Cardinal Mercier yesterday was 
the guest of the “Pennsyivania Society 
at a luncheofi jn the Waldorf-Astoria, 
Nearly 600 ‘members were ‘there’ when 
Charles M. Schwab, as President of the 
society, introdticed the Belgian Primate, 

Following the ‘luncheon the Cardinal 
went to Fiftieth Street and the North 
River, where, the harbor strike having 
tied up the, ferryboats.. he boarded a 
Police Department launch and was taken 
to the Lackawanna siation in Jersey 
City, where he left fur Seranton. He 
will return to this city on Nov. 4, a’‘few 
days before he sails fcr Brest. 

George .W. Wickersham, the first 
speaker, expressed the gratitude of the 
United States to Belgium, ‘‘ that country 
that chose martyrdom and honor rather 
than peace and safety,’’ and declared 
that Cardinal Mercier was typical of the 
church militant, 

“ Your spirit has been with us in the 
last five years,’’ he seid, ‘ animating 
the devotion of the American people and 
finally causing them to make-their great 
resol¥e_to-join im the war.’ 

The former Attorney General told of 

1 Bt the invaders of 
his country, “ D' to the Germans 
that there was something which German 
efficiency couldn't reach, and some- 
thing in the moral spirit of a united 
people that-force could not withstand."’ 

Mr. “Wickersham said that the words 
of Cardinal Mercier had “‘ stirred the 
Belgian people as nothing else could," 
and his attitude of defiance to the Ger- 
mans he compared to*the stand of David 
against Goliath. a 
“ Belgium and other countries,’’ he 
continued, “‘are now going through a 
period more trying than any stage of the 
war. The peoples, amid the aftermath 
of the war, are trying now to begin life 
anew. It is a tremendous task, with all 
of the stimulys of the war and most of 
the sympathetic support of the Allies 
witharawn. This war has taught us 
that we have bonds with all peoples, We 
may not withdrawn and say, ‘I am not 
my brother’s keeper.’ e. must aid 
stricken Europe to regain her ears cima 
There is here, as unfortunately there is 
in all. countries, a desire to withdraw. 
We must, however, address ourselves to 
the task of helping. to organize the whole 
world, and in this task this great man 
who is with us today shall-lead us. 

Mr. Schwab paid a strong tribute to 
the Cardinal and then turned to the 
work and help of Pennsylvania in the: 
war. He outlined the material aid the 
State through its industries had contrib- 
uted. He then presented the gold medal 
of the society to the Cardinal. 

In his response the Cardinal, referring 
always. to Mr. Schwab as .*‘ Charlie 
Schwab;” told how ha, too,had helped 
in winning the war ‘‘ in iron and steel. 
‘In this connection he related how the 
Germans had sought to confiscate all 
the. bells of Belgian churches. The 
Cardinal had protested, but to no avail. 
\Finally, he said, he wrote a rsonal 
letter to Chancellor von Hertling, an 
intimate friend, pointing out to’ the 
Chancellor, ‘‘who was a £§ Cath- 
elic,” the fact that confiscation of the 
consecrated chimes would be a sacrilege. 
“*T got no answer,’’ said Mercier, “* but 
a week later came an order forbidding 
the Germans to touch the bells.’’ 

The Cardinal paid tribute to the work 
of Mr. Schwab as head of the Shippi 
Board, and also spoke in compliment 
the work of Thomas A. Edison, who was 
among those at the luncheon.

Cotton Mills, °f representatives 
of English . cotton 
milis. They are experts in their line, 
familiar with all typés of textile ma- 
chinery and with their productive ca- 
pacity. They made a tour of the 
American cotton mills in the South, 
as well as in New England, and 
watched the working of them. Ir a 
‘Way their, tour{was an educational 
@ohe. They are on the lookout for im- 
provements that will keep the British 
mills abreast of the most progressive. 
Théir report will be made to English 
‘Cotton spinners when they have had 
time to digest the information they 
have obtained and to formulate the 
impressions they have received. At 
the close of their journey here they 
Were rather loath to express their 
opinions. There was one thing, how- 


‘-@ver, which they told some of the New 


Mngiand mill men, ahd that was that 
machinery here was not speeded up 
@s much as it was in England. An- 
ether thing was that much finer 
Weaves are turned out in the latter 
country than here. The last-men- 
tijned circumstance is not novel, but 
that-first stated is. If there was any- 
ting that was generally believed. here 
if: wag that cotton mill machinery is 
driven faster in this country than in 
To discover the reverse 
Ought to give food for thought to some 
managers. The Hinglish visitors also 
cotmented on the greater deftness of 
Lancashire operatives, which they 
Gseribed to the fact that the latter be- 
gan théir work much earlier in life, in 
fact, while very young children.

Some time ago, an 
employe of a clothing 
manufacturer in this 
city determined to go 
4 into business for 
himself.” To this praiseworthy pur- 
pose; however, he added a detail that 
Was not quite so laudable. As he 
néeded helpers in his new vocation, 
he thought the best way to acquire 
thém was to secure a number of those 
who had been his fellow-workers. ‘To 
thé latter, therefore, he sent postal 
caftds urging them to leave their em- 
ployer and come to him, offering them 
at the same time higher wages. How 
far he has succeeded in this attempt 
does not appear. The practice is one 
frowned upon by both the manufact- 
urers and the labor union. The ag- 
gti¢ved employer, instead of taking 
legal action, has made a complaint to 
the Federal Trade Commission for the 
putpose of having the offender re- 
atrained, the basis of the complaint 
being that what the ex-employe is do- 
ihg comes within the purview df ‘‘ un- 
fair competition ’’ with which the 
commission is authorized to deal. 
While there is no question that the 
manufacturer has a just cause of 
grievance, there remains some doubt 
whether he has chosen the proper 
méans of obtaining an adequate rem- 
edy. ih general, the theory is that 
the Trade Commission is not to exer- 
cist. its powers where an ‘adequate 
remedy at law may be had. It is in- 
tended rather to supplement than to 
supplant appeals to the regular courts. 
It has, however, the power to decide 
what classes of cases come within its 
purview, and so its decision in the 
cake under discussion will be of much 
interest.

and Waist Manufacturers’ Association. 
Alfred Stern, President of the associa- 
fon, has come out flatly. against it. 

scussing it yesterday in a statement 
made for that purpose, he said in ad 

“Those who seem to take the 
seriously appear to believe that in this 
manner labor friction might be avoided, 
that the barriers which now separate 
the various industries in the women’s 
ready-to-wear field might be. removed, 
and ‘that concerted action might thus 
be obtained. I consider the plan inca- 
pable of materialization, but if it ever 
should be carried out it would prove a 
source Of troubles far greater than we 
or any of the other branches of this 
women’s wear trade now have to con- 
tend with. 

‘To begin with, these various 
branches deal with different unions. 
This is the very first reason why neither 
amalgamation nor coricerted action can 
be thought of. Nothing but confusion. 
unwarranted interference and bad blood 
could result. Some of the needle trades 
in question are seasonal 
periods of idleness interrupting the 
year’s operations, while others keep 
their employes engaged the full fifty 
two weeks.

» Without holding any brief for Sinn 
Fein, and subscribing, without reserva- 
tion, to the sentiments given utterance 
to by your correspondent, Major C. E, 

‘King, R. F. A.,. relative to the would-be 
sex cathedra pronouncements of Frank’ 
>P. Walsh relative to Engl « I desire, 
tas an Irishman, to take exception to the 
last paragraph of the gallant Major's 
‘letter. 

; In this paragraph he stigmatizes the 
iwhole of Ireland by declaring it skulked 
‘*behind Sinn Fein. Apparently Major 
‘King allowed his temper to get the 
‘better of his discretion as he put the 
finishing touches to his letter, and it is 
‘just as well he stopped when he did, 

otherwise, Heaven alone knows what 

other unkind and untrue things he’ 
would say about Ireland. 

Major King-states he served with the 
16th (Irish) Division, and I hope that the 
fact that ‘the writer had many close 

‘friends in that division—as well as a 
brother-in-law who was killed in France 

the Thursday of Easter. week, 1916, 
while another brother-in-law. was doing 
_ duty in Dublin during the same week— 

will induce the Major to allow. me to 

take issue with him on the subject of 

Ireland’s share in the war. 

As I said in the beginning of this 
letter, I hold no brief for Sinn Fein, 
and I conceive at once that their atti- 
tude on the war calls for’the condemna- 
tion of everybody of whatever nation- 
ality who thinks anything of freedom. 
Beyond saying this, a discussion of Sinn 
Fein would serve no. useful purpose. 

I would, however, like to ask Major 
King the following questions: 

Does he know that Ireland as early 
as the Autumn of 1914 became a para- 
dise for young Englishmen who wanted 
to avoid service and who by virtue of 
having lived in Ireland for several 
months previous to the adoption of con- 
scription in England, were énabled to 

- @njoy life in the streets of Cork, Dub- 

‘tin, Belfast, and other Irish cities until 

the armistice released them from their 

voluntary exile? 

‘These Englishmen, as were many who 
came to America also to avoid service, 
were plentifully supplied with money, 

"-gnd their only occupation was that of 
adorning picture houses and tea rooms. 
My next question -is:~ Does Major 
King know why Ireland's enthusiasm 
for the war, so apparent when: the 
struggle. first began,, waned somewhat 
suddenly? 
4 National volunteers. co-operated with 

the Royal Irish Constabulary, and with 
the military in the guarding of bridges, 
railways, and other public works. These 
volunteers, consisting of young men 
who worked all day in offices and other 
places of business, gave up their nights 
to do-patrol duty as their contribution 
toward helping win the war, because 
dependents in the form.of mothers, sis- 
ters, and wives would not permit of 
their. enlisting for sérvice in France. 
Incidentally thousands Of these: yolyn- 
teers did enlist, and I have no t 
Major King met a considérable yg nd 
of them in ‘the 16th Division. T 2 
sclf met several whén I visited at, Alder- 
shot one of the regiments forming the 
division. 

It. was Lord Kitchener who put the 
first nail in the coffin of Ireland's en- 
thusiasm when he refused recognition to 
thése volanteers 26 that they might con- 
tinue their work of guatding in order 
to. relieve for foreign service men who 
could go. It was this refusal, evén 
more than the suspension of the Home 
Rule act, that made most of the Young 
Irish’ apathetic to the war and drove 
many into the ranks of the Sinn Fein. 
The, former argued: ‘‘We said it was 
our war and wé would help, but Bng- 
jand, through Lord Kitehener, said it

have it all to herself.’ Those who s6- 
ceded to Sinn Fein took the stand that 
before the war they even looked on “as 
friends, but once England was in trouble 
she refused to trust thém, and their 
trust in England vanished also. ; 


Sinn Fein grew and prospered on Gov- 
ernment assistance in the form of perse- 
cution and prosecution. The British 
Government had a precedent of clem- 
ency in ite handling of the South Afri- 
¢an rebels in 1915, but instead of tak- 
ing the same course of action in Ire- 
land—well, history knows what happen- 
ed and Bngland threw away a golden 
opportunity. It is well known in. cer- 
tain circles in Dublin that General Sir 
John Maxwell did all in his power to 
have things turn out other than they 
did. He delayed confirming the find- 
ings’ of the courts-martial to the limit 
allowed by the law in the hope: of ‘re- 
ceiving instructions, to quash the ver- 
dicts or at least reduce the sentences. 
General Maxwell has been severely c¢rit- 
iciged for his alleged ‘‘ buttheries,’’ but 
the real butcher.was the War Office. ° 

Had clemency been shown in Ireland 
as it was in South Africa the Sinn Fein- 
etfs would have been laughed out of ex- 
istence. I waé in Ireland at the time. 
I spent Baster week in Dublin and I. 
can assure Major King that the citi- 
zens of the Irish capital were very loud 
in their denunciation of the Sinn Féin- 
ers. On the other hand we heard 
praise and admiration for the gallantry 
of the rebels from officers and men. of 
the Sherwoog Foresters and other Eng- 
lish regiments sent over to quell the 
outbreak. - 

I afterward saw those same citizens 
change in their attitude, as day after 
day the papers published the carrying 
out of the executions, and as they saw 
hundreds of young men arrested and 
deported 6n no stated charge. 


After Casement’s condemnation, an 
incident worthy of mention came under 
my notice. <A petition for Casement’s 
reprieve was circulated, and a copy was 
lett for signatures in many of the shops. 
I-happened to be in one of thése shops 
when the petition was presented to 
about a dozen customers for signing. 
All of thesé men I knew to be bitter 
over the executions in Dublin, but to a 
man they refused to sign the petition, 
each one giving the same reason for 
his‘refusal, namely, ‘‘ Casement and the 
Kaiser are the cause of all the trouble 
here. Casement can die as he ought to 
die, as far as I am concerned.’’ 

Pro-Sinn, Feinism in these cases was 
certainly not pro-Germanism. 

Now as to Irish conscription, or 
rather its refusal. which presumably 
was also in the mind of Major King 
when he wrote his letter to Tus New 
York Ttaxus. 

We had heard in the past a great deal 
about the poverty of Ireland. Most of 
us did not understand the real meaning 
of this “expression and somewhat re- 
sented ft. A year spent in Ireland, 1915- 
1916, however, opéned the writer’s eyes 
as to the real poverty of Ireland. It is 
the erty.of dependence, and my ob- 
servations disclosed the fact that eight 
out of every ten men in Ireland had 
from one to three pédple dependent on 
him for support. Service in the army, 
voluntary or compulsory, of such men 
meant privation for their dependents 
and had conscription been forced on Ire- 
land the ruin of thousands of homes. 
and the reducing of thousands of fam- 
ilies to penury would have resulted. 


The writer knows personally of three 
specific instances of families. having 
been obliged to give up the homes in 
which they had lived for many years 
and go and live in sa, couple 6f fooms 
in order to be able to exist on the little 
money that was left t6 them.

One hundred 
thousand national volunteers offered to 
guard Ireland, and their offer was re- 
fused. Had that offer been accepted 
Irish honor would have been put on its 
mettle. One year of such service would 
have seen a goodly. percentage of these 
men dissatisfied with ‘‘inattive serv- 
ice ’’ and they would have volunteered 
for foreign service, cost what it might 
have, The net result of this character- 
istic blunder on the part of the War Of- 
fice was the loss of at least 70,000 Irish- 
men to the British Army in France, plus 
the garrison of 40,000 troops, which the 
Government had to maintain in Ireland— 
an aggregate total loss of 110,000 men, 
in addition to a.country. discontented 
from ‘end to end. ‘ :

In Ireland the people are friendly to 
the English, but they think the English 
hate them. In Engiand-I found ~ the 
other side of the picture, the Pnglish 
are friendly to Ireland, but they believe 
the Irish hate: them. The Irish Sea is 
the dividing line. More Irish ahd Eng-, 
Msh should cross that line; if they did 
they would soon learn to understand-gne 
another. 

All the good mien of Ireland were not 
in the 16th Division, Major King, but I 
venture to say, in fact, I know, that the 
majority of the comparatively few sur- 
vivors of that splendid division; who are 
back in Ireland today, as well as other 
Irishmen who served in the British 
Army, feel that the terrible conditions 
existing in Ireland e due entirely to 
the stupid methods‘ of a. Government 
which went to war for the protection of 
“small nationalities.’’

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

No doubt Senator Hiram Johnson rep- 
resents widely felt opposition to the: 
seeming anomaly of this country’s hav- 
ing but a single vote in the League As- 
sembly as contrasted with the six en- 
joyed by the British Commonwealth: 

This’ opposition would ‘probably be 
largely diminished if the Administration 
were to announce that, immedtately 
after the ratification of the treaty, it 
would seek an amendment to the League 
covenant whereby the United States 
should have additional votes to be con- 
ferred upon representatives appointed 
by the different important sections of 
its territory. : 

The President justifies the present ar- 
rangement by urging the rights of the 
overseas British dominions to opportu- 
nities for expressing their views in what 
is simply an international debating so- 
-elety. Certainly the colonial represen- 
tatives are notelikely to be meré puppets 
of Downing Street. Immediately after 
the signing of the Versailles Treaty, 
General Smuts had no hésitation in tell- 
ing the world his fears as to its possi- 
ble results. Nor is it probable that the 
overseas representativés will themselves 
form a united group in the Assembly’s 

, deliberations. Quite recently an Indian 
Viceroy caused quite a sensation by his 
yigorous opposition to the South African 
Union’s policy concerning the immigra- 
tion of natives of India. 

Assuredly the President {s right, but 
does not his recognition of the different 
attitudes toward world affairs existing 
within the British Commonwealth neces- 
sarily involve a similar. recognition of 
the different world viewpoirts of the 
Pacific Coast and the Atlantic States?

According to the 
established rules of international law, 
for the maintenance of which the war 
whe largely fought, China’s participa- 
tioh in the War abrogated all the exist- 
ing treaties with Germany. The ninéty- 
nine-year lease 6f Kiao-Chat’ Bay, the 
tallway and mine concessions, and ali 
other fights which Getmany. had ob- 
tained by “hook or crook ;reverted to 
China. Official notice of the abrogation 
of thé Chino-Getman treatiés and of the 
reversion of the économie concessions 
was given by the Chinese Government 
and wae duly acknowl@iged, without ob- 
jection, by the great powers, not ex- 
cluding Japan hefself. .

BOPLE who ask, “What shalt’ we 
edarink: now?.” are raising @ ques-| 
‘tio Which has been before the 
world ifrom,. prehistoric *times, 
and which’ bids fair to remain 
before it until the latest syllable of re- 
corded time. Probably there is’ po cus- 
tom. more _ancignt/ or e universal 
than that of drinking or In some way. 
consuming. stimulants of some kind, 
There are teférences to~it in the oldest 
existing litgrature, both sacred and pro- 
fane. 

In ‘Biblical narrattye, ddinkiie:. and 
drinking to excess, was certainly begun 
as early as ‘the tenth: generation of the 
human, race. Whetler. intoxication. ex- 
isted in antediluvian times is a question: 
of fascinating speculation. There is no 
hint of it given in Genesis. ‘Yet we’are 
told that the» whole earth, savg only 
Noah and his family, was so completely 
wicked and’corrupt that God was sorry 
he ever made it and determined to de- 
stroy ft. ‘Now, -if it. was go desperately 
wicked without drink, then drink is not 


was worse before mén began getting” 
drunk than .it has ever been since, 
Moreover, ‘if Noah was the inveritor of 
drunkenness, it if interesting to observe 
that ‘this most pernicious practice was 
“| originated by the one righteous and per- 

fect’ man of, his age. 

There are few peoples, if indeed any, 
who have not found some méans of pte- 
paring stimulating or intoxicating drinks 
intended to combat fatigue, banish care, 
at least apparently increase strength, 
inspire hopé and courage, and, above all, 
to. produce exhilaration and forgetful- 
mess ‘of trouble. The inferior, nomadic 
races have been as a rule satisfied with 
“| chewing éayves or roots; but settled, 
agricultural people who cultivate grain 
know how to prepare fermented drinks. 
An intermediate place is ocoupied by 
pastoral tribes, with their herds of 
cattle, to whom milk serves as the basis 
of ‘their favorite drinks. Thus the Mon- 
golians and Tartars have to. this day 
remained addicted to their “‘koumyss,”’ 
or “‘kefir."’. Herodotus has left us a 
description of the miethod of preparing 
this drink, a favorite of the ancient 
Scythians in his time: ‘ After milking 
the cow, they pour the milk into deep 
wooden butts, and have it stirred up by 
blind servants. What rises to the top 
is considered the best.’”” Today they 
pour milk into bags made of animals’ 
skins, adding to it sour milk, or ‘‘karut,’’ 
and stirring up the liquid with_a@ stick. 
After three or four days the ‘“‘koumyss’’ 
is ready for consumption. ‘‘Kefir’’ is 
prepared in the same manner. The 
Afghans prepare a similar drink of 
sheep’s' milk, and in TIreland, too, 
sheep’s milk is frequently kept In small

The ancient Bgyptians: had -yarious 
kinds of intoxicants—arp,; (wine,) .sko- 
dan, (palm wine,) ‘and heb, (beer)—but 
were chiefly addicted to. beer, which was 
known to them’ as early as 2017 B, C. 
‘In that remote age the famous city of 
Pelusium, in the Nile del{a, was to thent 
what Munich of today is to the Ger- 
mans, nameély, the paradise of beer 
drinkers. Of,one of. their brands 
béer, made of bafley and famous undér 
Mo hame of ‘‘ zythos,’’* Diodorus writes} 

at. it was scarcely inferior to the ex- 
cellent ‘wine of his native country, Sic- 
ily. The Egyptians,’ like all other beer- 
drinking, peoples of antiquity, ihstead of 
hops, which were unknown to*them, er- 
ployed another aromatic bitter principle, 
lupine, and also an Assyrian root. It is 
known that the Greeks and Romans also 


| had. some sort of beer, called barley 


wine. Thus Aeschylus writes: ‘We 
meet with people whose blood has been 
thickened by barley wine.’’ To the Ger- 
mans beer was known at. the time ‘of 
Tacitus. In his opinion, *‘ ft was a juice 
prepared of barley or wheat, a beverage 
tasting like bad wine.’’ The oldest writ- 
ten record of the use: of, hops. in the 
preparation of beer is said to ‘be con- 


tained in am account given of this bev-’ 


erage’ by Saint Hildegardis; abbess of 
the cloister of Bingen, who died in 1079. 

In the Far Hast the Chinése for/thou- 
sands of years indulged in an intoxicant 
prepared from rice- with the addition of 
a leaven of wheat, the invention of 
which is attributed to the first ruler of 
the first dynasty, about 3000 B. C. This 
everage, to be sure, is spoken of in the 
‘ Shi-king "’ as ‘sweet wine,’’ although 
the wine’ is said to have been brought 
to China by General Tchang Kian as 
late as the year 130 ofthe Christian 
era. The -‘‘saki"' of ‘the Japanese ts 
also a rice wine, while their beer is 
prepared with a ferment catted “ ratsi,;” 
which consists of onions, black pepper, 
and pime A similar recipe is used 
by the natives.of the Malay. Islands, 
Borneo, &c.;.for thefr ‘‘ tapai.’’ 

In India the ‘“‘soma”’’ is the milky 
juige of ‘a climbing plant, Asclepias 
acida, belonging to the same family as 
our familiar milkweed.

** When I was 21,’’ so she declares, *‘ I 
wrote a play called “The Learned Lady,’ 
which May Robson accepted and began 
to rehearse at ‘the Astor Theatre. As 
soon: as the company: had been assem- 
bled I was informed thet certain scenes 
would have to be changed. I made the 
changes. . Then, after a couple. of re- 
hearsals, I was told that one: whole act 
would have to be rewritten. I rewrote 
it.” Then theré were some more re- 
hearsals, after which I>was told that 
another act ought to be done over in the 
same way. I took the manuscript home 
with me, tore it up, and threw it into 
the fire, mailed Miss Robson’ a check 
for the advance royalty I had received, 
and swore a little oath to myself that I 
would never rewrite another play. 

‘*And I've. stuck to my ‘vow, All 
three of the Plays that I have had pro- 
duced—‘ The Magical City,’ ‘ Papa,’ and 
‘ Déclassée '—have been presented prac- 
tically ‘ag I wrote them originally. I 
have made minor changes, of course, 
but I bave never had the slightest 
trouble in recognizing my brain-children 
when they appeared-on the stage—and 
that is something a whole lot of Ameri- 
can playwrights are not able to say.” 

Miss Akins came from St. Louis. -Her 
father is Thomas Jasper Akins, known 
nationally as a politician and. a mem- 
ber of the Republican National Com- 
mittee since 1904. . Miss Akins got her 
early writing experience on the staff 
of “ Reedy's Mirror’’ at the age of 
seventeen—and William Marion ‘Reedy; 
incidentally, was among those who saw 
the premiere of ‘ Déclassée’’" at the 
Wmpire last Monday night. 

As a member. of the “‘ Mirror.’’ staff 
she wrote poems, stories, criticisms—in 
fact, a little of everything. She first 
came before the public eye as-a poetess 
—a volume of her poems was published 
in’ London in 1912 under. the title of 
“Interpretations,"’ and two years later 
it was brought out -in this city. She |

The two panels are ¢alled, respectively, 
“The Synagogue ’’ and ‘‘ The Church,” 
The Boston Evening Transcript gfyes the 
following Gescription of them: 

“The panel depicting ‘The Church’ 
shows a cloaked and hooded female fig- 
ure seated on a throne, Her dark gray 
garments are edged with gold. At her 
feet, sunk between her knees, with: arms 
thrown across her lap, is the form of the 
crucified ‘Christ, ‘wearing the ‘crown of 
thorns, His pierced hands an@*feet and 
His deathly pale face visible in the shad- 
ows. He ‘fs robed in the same dark cos- 
tume of gray. The Chureh holds in her 
two hands a plece of white drapery and 
in each. hand the golden chalice and the 
eucharistic pyx. The face.ef the Church. 
is solemn and enigmatic in expression 
under the hood, the ample folds of which 
cast the inscrutable countenance in 
shadow. The background fs of dull gold, 
against which is an intricate pattern of 
crimson scroll-work, back. of which 
again are wings of the archaic con- 
‘yentionalized type in blue and gray and 
red, bordered with narrow strips of gold. 
The attributes and the Latii, names of 

the four. evangelists, Matthew, Mark, 
Lake, and John, appear in this deco- 
rative arrangement. 

“The Synagogue’ is symbolized by 
the massive figure of an aged woman 
with her eyes blindfolded. She is seated 
on the “steps of a ruined temple. Her 
head’ is turend to the left, and her 
crown is falling off: She clasps to her 
breast with both muscular arms the 
tables of the law and a broken sceptre. 
The lower part of her figure is swathed 
in the voluminous folds‘of a great cur- 
tain of heavy. stuff. which hangs from 
the upper part of the composition and 
comes down on both sides of the figure. 
On this drapery are many symbolic de- 
vices of elaborate design, in dull reds 
and pale blues and gold; it filla up at 
least two-thirds of the panel. 

The Renaissance frames in .which the 
two new panels are inclosed form an 
Organic part of the decorative scheme 
of the east wall. They are made up o 
blue-gray pilasters at the sides, wi 
beautifully designed gold moldings; 
above, an interrupted pediment of the 
same colors; and at the base the mold- 
ings aasume a more important charac- 
ter, one line being the egg-and-dart 
motive, another, ‘below. ft, the oak-leaf 

motive, the whole being supported by 
golden brackets, fluted, and ‘terminated

Among the published ‘rec- 
ords of her career there ¢ame to light 
the prima donna’s own story of her ap- 
pearance as a child in New York. Speak- 
ing of her first concert, Mme. Patti 
had written: 


Se years is a tender age at which 


‘“*I was ‘then a tiny girl of 7 yeqys,- 


with a pale’face and very, ‘Very black 
eyes, and next to singing my favorite 
pastime was running down Broadway 
trundling a hoop. One of the first mem- 
ories I have, next to that connected with 
my hoop, is my standing behind the 
scenes and peering through a hole in the 
curtain while my father and mother 
went through thelr performance. The 
singers as they came off the stage, used 
to stoop down and give me teys’ and 
kisses or fill my pockets with bonbons. 

“Iwas 7. years old’ when the. opera 
company of which my father and mother 
were members began to return .so little 
money that I could no longer stand my 
father’s troubled face. I remember say- 
ing, ‘ Don’t gefll your beautiful turquoise 
pin, papa. Let me help you; I can sing 
well enough, and I will be a little prima 
donna.’ And I remember, too, my fa- 
ther’s eyes filling with tears as he re- 
plied: ‘ No, little. ones what you say is 
impossible.’ But I had made up my 
mind, nevertheless, My mother had al- 
ready given me lessons in music, and I 
had ,practiced a little with her. 

‘*T gave them all no peace until one 
day it was noised about that little 
Adelina, -the daughter of Signor Patti, 
was to sing ‘Una Voce.’ from ‘La 
Sonnampula* at Niblo’s Garden. -A 
prima donna. of seyén Summers? said 
everybody, and I am sure they must 
have laughed, But. it was no laughing 





full of childish confidence.” * 

‘TE didn't care Yor much to eat that 
evening, ‘but. nobody paid any attention 
to my want of appetite. I coaxed my 
mother, and she braided my hair and 
powdered my tiny “brown face. We 
burned candles in those days, and I can 
still see myself looking for many min- 
utes into the mirror of my, bedroom, 
with the heavy shadows behind me, be- 
fore we.set out for the theatre. From 
time to time my father brought reports 
to us in our dressing room of the ap- 
pearance of the house. It was. not a 
large. audience. 

At T o'clock the curtain went up. and 
T came on. I think everybody in the 
house muat have applauded, for, besides 
having a great many friends there, it 
would have been hard of anybody not 
to have. heen-interested-in so young a 
eantatrice. They told me afterward 
that from those first notes nebody had 
any doubt that I was a success and a 
born prima donna. Child. as I waa, I 


felt sure that le bon Dieu was at my

side.

I have 
before me now an official German map 
of Upper Silesia, published in 1914, show- 
ing. the various percentages of Polish 
population in the various districts.

Also I have in front of. me as I write, 
a large map published by Justus Perthes 
of Gotha.

On the map, various shades of red are 
used to indicate Prussian majorities, and 
various shades of green to indicate 
Polish.

Germans, 20.1 per cent.;- Poles, 79.9 per 
cent. 

In the whole district about the City of 
Oppein there are 50,707 Germans and 
101,106 Poles. The Poles are therefore 
two to one, or 66 2-3 per cent. of the total 
population. 

In the entire Province of Oppein there 


‘gre 2,028,622 inhabitants, of whom 35.1 


per cent. are Germans and 64.9 per cént. 
Poles, or 700,000 Germans and 1,300,000 

Poles; again nearly two. Poles to one 
German. 

Yet it was at Oppeln that von Hinden- 
burg made his ferocious challenge to a 
future war. And it was from Oppeln 
that the German Mine Owners’ Associa- 
tion sent to the German Government 
various secret memoranda of tremendous 
importance, not only as a revelation of 
the German attitude, but as a clear indi- 
cation of an opportunity for the lovers 
of world peace, whether they are inter-* 
ested or not in doing justice to Poland. 

What more eloquent testimony could 
be given to the fact that, in restoring to 
the Poles their own territory here. a ter- 
rifie blow ‘would be dealt to that Prus- 
sian militarism from which the world’s 
peace has most to fear? By corollary, 
to leave it in Prussia’s hands is to arm 
Prussia fer the future. : 
On Dec. 6, 1917, an urgent secret memo- 
randum was sent to State Secretary von 
Kihimann, when he was_ negotiating the 
peace of Brest-Litovsk. It begged him 
to make sure that Upper Silesia was kept- 
from Poland. It pointed out the vital im- 
portance to Germany of Upper Silesia: 

“The oil deposits of Upper Silesia .are~ 
the most abundant in Europe, surpassing 
even those of the Rhine Lands, of West- 
phalia, and of England. 

“The zinc industry is the greatest in 
Germany, and of equal importance. Be- 


fore the war the Silesian production of 
zine exceeded 60 per cent. of the Ger- 
man total and 17 per cent. of the world 
production.. As for the lead industry, it 
equals about 25 per cent. of- the total 
German production.” ~ 
Various other products of military im- 
portance are mentioned, and these words 
used: “ Without doubt the conduct of the 
war, with the exceptional exigencies im- 
posed on industrial production in all tech- 
nical fields, would not have been possible 
without the territory of Upper Silesia.” 
The memorialists further urged that 
Germahy should not only keep Upper 
Silesia, but should grab also a little more 
of adjoining Poland,” because the oil 
drifts and mineral drifts ran toward ‘Po- 
land, and Upper Silesia was so cut off 
from Germany by natural barriers that 
it needed further protection from Poland! 
Here is- something for the lovers of 
peace to consider solemnly. Without Up- 
per Silesia, Germany could not have car- 
ried on the war. She carried it on by. the 
use of Polish territory and Polish work- 
men, kept in a state of practical slavery 
far frpm the reach of allied help. On 
certain occasions the Russians might 
have destroyed these factories by a little 
energy, but they lost the chance as usual. 
No wonder Prussia is desperately try- 
ing to keep Upper Silesia from going 
back to Poland! ; 
A cable from Berlin Sept. 22 quotes

His 
book was not only a glorification of the 
German, but it labored eloquently to 
demonstrate his superiority over all 
others. Following the German ideal of 
thoroughness, the author started. with 
the foundations of race history -and 
progressed slowly through the centuries 
to the satisfying conclusion that the élite 
among the Aryans ‘were the Teutons. 
Still bearing in mind his own descent, he 
alowed a degree of Teutonism to the 
English and the Scandinavians, but the 
pre-eminence of the German was not left 
in doubt. A not unimportant part of 
the book was devoted to setting forth 
the theories and arguments of anti- 
The book created a sensation, was 
widely read and commented upon, and 
established Chamberlain in the affections 
of the Junkers. In the opinion of many 
it made Junkers. More even than Treit- 
schke, or other German apostles of Ger- 
manism, Chamberlain was the founder 
of the idea that the German was the salt 
of humanity, created for its salvation 
through mastery of the inferior races 
and their impregnation with his superior 
culture. Emanating from an outsider— 
and above all an Englishman—small 
wonder that the idea appealed to the Ger- 
mans. The English were the only for- 
eigners whose views were taken seriously 


were respected and feared. Privately it 
was admitted that they counted, that 
they must be reckoned with. And here 


When the war finally came Chamber- 
lain demonstrated his loyalty to former 
preachments.

Some may attribute this 
intemperate defense of the German dove 
of peace to the well-known zeal of the 
convert, but may it not have been a part 
of that neurosis which first made possible 
the domination of the German tutor and 
the corruption of a well-born English 
boy? 

Like the most violent of the native Pan 


Germans, he had by this time evolved a 


bitter hatred for England. England was 
the guilty one. England, in which the 
few prophets and wise men who had 
* penetrated the German design and given 
warning to their deluded countrymen, 
had been denounced as lunatics and 
wicked fomenters of race hatred, had 
all along been forcing the deluge! 

“During my last visits,” wrote Cham- 
berlain, “in 1907 and 1908, everywhere 
I found an absolutely horrifying hatred 
of Germany and the impatient expecta- 
tion of a war of destruction.” 

Even his anti-Semitism came under the 
war influence. The Jews of Germany 
had been thorns in the flesh of the body 
politic until now. With all the weapons 
in his literary arsenal he had demon- 
strated their faults and made clear the 
impossibility of their improvement. The 
Jew remained always a Jew—neither 
more nor less. It was impossible for him 
to be loyal to others. Patriotism was 
beyond his comprehension. But when he 
came to treat of England, the vision 
changed. The English Jew had poisoned 
the English mind and evoked a hatred 
for the innocent Germany. Compared 
with the English Jew—“ Germany has 
twenty times as many Jews,” he wrote 
triumphantly. “ Where are they now? 
As if blown away by the mighty rising, 
as Jews no longer to be found; for they 
are doing their duty as Germans at the 
front or at home.” 

Very likely it was the German influ- 
ence which provided the miracle of Jews 
turned patriots. A similar possibility is 
not to be expected elsewhere. 

Chamberlain speaks to the Rumanians 
not as an apostle of Germanism and the 
supporter of that kultur which brought 
so much misery into the Balkans, and 
came so near to fastening the chains of 
slavery upon Rumania in particular.

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Golden Apples in the Great Northwest 


Boom Has Struck F ruit-Growing Country, Indians.and Ranchers Are Investing Sudden 


Profits in Motor Cars, and Some Trolley Lines Are Going Out of Business 


By WOOD M. VANCE. 


. UCH has recently been written 
about the oil boom in Texas; 


of millionaires made overnight. 

Out in the Pacific Northwest 
there is an apple boom which promises 
to rival the Texas oil fields, for while it 
is only here and there that a man in 
Texas finds oil on his place, every owner 
of 100 acres of orchard land is a poten- 
tial millionaire. 

Men who yesterday were housing their 
families under the white walls of a tent 
are today residing in luxurious bunga- 
lows, riding about in high-power auto- 
mobiles, and awaiting delivery of air- 
planes. 

This apple industry is as old as the 
Garden of Eden. It was not discovered, 
either. No one found himself sitting on 
apples; and then got up and told the 
world about it. No, it just grew and 
grew and. grew. It has been a process of 
development in which the United States 
Government has taken a leading part. 
By the expenditure of millions of dollars 
the Government has made it possible to 
grow apples on arid, sagebrush ground. 
Now the tempting fruit, held high by the 
grower, has turned a conservative busi- 


, hess into frenzied finance. 


When the North American Indians 
came down early this Summer from the 
mountains, where they had been picking 
berries, and doubled the price of their 
product on the logical and scientific 
ground of a “heap big war in Europe,” 
they started the apple grower to think- 
ing. And the more he thought and the 
more he paid for berries the more he was 
satisfied that the Indian was right, and 


. that apples ought to be worth more. 


Hence every horticulturalist in the great 
fruit-raising coyntry of the Northwest, 
which includes the panhandle of Idaho, 
the Yakima and Wenachkee Valleys of 
Washington, and the Hood River country 
of Oregon, began refusing normal prices 
for the Fall crop. 

When buyers for the large commission 
houses in New York and Chicago came 
into the country they were astounded at 
the attitude taken by the apple men. 
Heretofore it had been no effort at all 
to contract for thousands of boxes of the 
different varieties grown at reasonable 


prices. Now the ranchers not only re-- 


fused. to sign any contracts, but would 
not place any figure on their crop. Re- 
ports to this effect were sent East by 
the buyers, with a request for advice. 
Then it was the real boom started. 

Out of the East came men bearing 
gunnysacks full of money. They were 
the agents of a big million-dollar corpo- 
ration organized east of the Mississippi 
River. Their object was to purchase ex- 
tensive acres of orchard land, thereby 
controlling the fruit industry. They vis- 
ited the real estate agents in the various 
towns and cities, explained their mission, 
and asked to see the fruit lands for sale. 

No prairie fire ever swept a country 
more rapidly than the news that Eastern 
money was to be had simply for the ask- 


ing. Ranchers hitched up their Dobbins — 


and made for town as fast as the ani- 


- ma's could travel. Thoughts of opulence 


and luxury filled the mind of every land 
owner. Sell? - Certainly he would sell 
everything, including ‘household furni- 
ture, dogs and cats, provided he could 
get the “ right price.” Money was what 
he was after. 

With every scale of a ranch or farm 
there has come an jncreased demand for 
city property. And while the rancher 
seeks -the bright lights and paved 
streets, the city man and the merchant 
look wistfully toward, the farm with a 
view to speculation. In this‘way prop- 
erty is turning over and over, as the real 
estate men say, and with each turn come 
added profits. The race for quick money, 
with Eastern capitalists setting the pace,

is faster than in the early boom days of 


the West, and the end will. come only . 


when fruit is out of the hands of specu- 
lators, 

Orchards which a few years ago could 
be purchased for $200 and $300 an acre 
‘are today bringing $2,000 to $2,500 an 
acre. Boxes of apples which the grower 
considered profitable if sold at 75 cents 
and $1 per box, a good profit, are today 
selling at $3 and $5. There are indica- 
tions that by Winter a higher price will 
be paid. 

This sudden wealth has not only fa'len 
upon the hardworking and toiling ranch- 
er, but the indolent Indian. There are 
numerous tribes in the Northwest, most 
of them on reservations. While allot- 
ments which the Government has made 
to them cannot be sold except through 
the Indian Agency, and to the highest 
bidder under sealed bids, there are _num- 
bers of large tracts of land which the In- 
dians own in fee simple. - 

To the average Indian money means 
nothing but the means of gratifying 
some immediate desire. If an Indian 
wants a pair of automobile gogg'es, he 
will pay $150 as readily as $1.50. It’s 
the goggles he wants. But if a white 


was seen riding down the main street of 
a town in Washington in a $3,500 car, 
and in less than three weeks had checked 
out every dollar in the bank. Now he’s 
in the mountains fishing for a Winter's 
supply of food. 

‘But the Indian is not the only one 
running to extravagance. The sale of an 
orchard tract for $250,000 by a rancher, 
who a few years ago borrowed $600 to 
take up the land, resulted in an order for 
an airplane. The desire for such a joy- 
several flights in a machine now making 
daily flights over the Yakima Valley at 
$1 a minute per passenger. This farmer 


* has purchased a large touring car and 


an attractive home in the city. 

The acquiring of high-priced cars by 
ranchers and townsfolk has so crippled 
the trolley car systems that some are 
on the verge of bankruptcy. As the first 
means of economy the street car com- 
panies installed the one-man cars. Then 
the fare was raised from 5 to 10 cents. 
Now in some of the towns and cities 
lines have been discontinued. There are 
well-founded reports that in other towns 
the trolley franchises will be forfeited. 

In Central and Southeastern Washing- 
ton the Harriman system owns and con- 
trols the trolley: lines. None ‘of the lines 
has paid in the last year, it was said 


. by a representative of the system. Al- 


though cars have been taken off in many 
sections, it is the further intention of 
the company to abandon all passenger 
traffic and extend the tracks into the 
rural communities for the purpose of 
conducting a freight system for move- 
ment of fruit to shipping terminals. This 
is the only salvation, it is declared, of 
the trolley business. 

Along with the fruit boom, ware- 
houses for the storage of fruit have 


ee ee ee ee of 
_ towns and cities. Millions have been 


put into this enterprise. The high price 
received for storage fruit in the past has 
Started the fruit grower to speculate on 


the coming season, and the demand for 
storage room is far in excess of the sup- 
ply. Unless the bottom drops out of the 
apple boom before Winter, storage fruit 
will bring unusually strong- prices. A 
$10 apple box is anticipated. 

The development of the apple industry 
was brought about by a system of irri- 
gation constructed under Government su- 
pervision. Engineers of the United 


States Reclamation Service were sent into ~ 


the country when it was inhabitated 
chiefly by Indians, cowboys, and sheep 
men to see what could be done in the 
way of reciaiming the arid lands. It was 
found that by constructing large diver- 
sion dams along the principal rivers 
water could be brought to the farming 


sections by means of irrigating canals. 


and ditches, 

With the grubbing off of sagebrush 
and the introduction of water the coun- 
try blessomed like a rose. A perfect ap- 
ple, such as might tempt any Eve, was 
the result. The substantial prices then 
received for the fruit encouraged the 
planting of millions of fruit trees. It 
takes five, years for the trees to come 
into bearing, and after that they yield 
a nice profit. : 

There used to be a saying that when a 
man was tempted to take a drink of 
liquor .he should eat an apple. And the 
drinking man facetiously replied that the 
idea was good, but he couldn’t carry 
around a tarrel of apples every day. 
However, prohibition has caused a de- 
mand for fruit both in eating and in the 
manufacture of fruit juices for soda 
fountains. It is held by some Western 
growers that the present prices are the 
direct result of nationa! prohibition. 

The American peop'e must have their 
apple pie, and natural thirst for cooling 
drinks must be quenched by fruit juices, 
but it is problematical whether they want 
to consume apples at the rate of $8 to 
$10 a box. Recently a South American 
firm sent an order to the Northwest 
growers for twenty cars of apples at 
$3.50 a box, but the order was turned 
down. While the West considers apples 


* a necessity, and more so now that prohi- 


btion has come,-they have a'ways been 
regarded as something of a luxury in the 
East. And the big apple market is in 
the East. 

During the last few months .it is es- 
timated that more than a billion dollars 
has changed hands in the fruit country. 
To what extent Eastern capital is in- 
volved is a matter of guesswork at this 
time. It has been the important factor 
in the boom and encouraged high prices. 
In view of the boosted land and fruit 
prices, and the wealth that has appar- 
ently been made in a day, labor has ab- 
sorbed the spirit. Big wages are de- 
tmanded by the fruit pickers and paek- 
ers. Scores of boys and girls are getting 
from $6 to $10 a day in the orchards 
and warehouses,

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Thirteen-Year-Old Russian Poetess 


Zlata Pushkin Composes Verses of Quality After 
Her Day’s Work on an Everglades 





HILE thirteen-year-old Z'ata 

Pushkin hoes soy beans on a 

little farm reclaimed from the 
Florida Everglades, the sun and sky 
and wind have voices for her. And 
of an evening, after she has done a 
man’s work in the clearing, she fashions 
verse to tell what those voices have said. 
Sometimes her verse is rhymed, some- 
times “ free,” descriptive, sentimental or 


patriotic. She writes se'dom in prose. 


For this young Russian immigrant the 
verse form “ releases power.” — 
Zlata has been in America only six 


“years. Her father, a disciple of Leo 


Tolstoy, came to this country partly be- 
cause he wanted to work in the soil, 
partly because he thought that here the 
child could obtain a better education. 

He died a year ago without having mas- 
tered English, but even at that time the 
daughter was expressing herself in the 
new-found language; and this Winter 
her mother intends to obtain work in 
Miami, in order that Zlata may attend 
a public’ school there. 

Zlata told her story not long ago to 
the writer, and it is set down here 
as nearly as possible in her own 
words: 


“I was born in Novemper, 1905. in ~ 


Moscow. That was the year of the Rus- 
sian reyolution, which broke out two 
weeks after I was born. The mutinous 
forces were centred almost entirely in 
moscow, and once a bullet came through 
a window and landed above my crib, a 


story which my mother has either told © 


me. ‘ 
“My father’s name was Boris Geor- 
gievitch, and my mother’s name was 
Nalentina Nikolaevna. The complete 
surname is Musin-Pushkin. Our family 
dates back to the twelfth century, and is 
one of the oldest in Russia. 

“My age when I arrived in America 
was 7 years. At that time I wrote 
my first poem. It was in Russian, and 
the name of it was “The River.” That 
was in Texas. We lived there three 


years on a farm. The nearest town of | 
2,000 peop!e was thirty-five miles away. 
The nearest grocery store was two and 


one-half miles away. 
“In Russia I left three uncles, Vsevo- 


" fod, Alexander, and Michael. Recently 


wé had news from Russia. Only one, 
Vsevolod, is left. There were four 
brothers, and my father, who was the 
eldest, died of influenza in October, 1918, 
in New York. The youngest, Michae', 
an officer, was shot on his way home 
from Rumania by the Red Guard. Alex- 
ander, who was also an officer, was lost. 
Before the war, Alexander and Vsevolod 
were County Judges, and Michael was 
training in the army. Vsevolod writes 


that he is now superintendent of  dra- 


matic society in Moscow. 
“Vsevolod’ writes good plays and 
poems. - Alexander wrote stories that

were published, and my father was an 
educated man.” 

Zata senf some of her first work in 
Russian to an uncle, who was at that 


time a stanch friend of a certain writer, 


Count A. Tolstoy, not Count Leo Tol- 
stoy, but nevertheless a writer of repu- 
tation and ability. The Count was 
amazed at the remarkable work of the 
child, who was at that time only eight 
years of age, and wrote her a letter, 
which, translated, is as follows: 
“Dear Zlata: I have read the poems 
that were sent to your uncle and liked 
them very. much. For one so young, 
they are written very ably. “You have 
exceptional talent; cultivate it. Send me 
everything you write. I wish to be con- 
stantly in touch with you and watch your 
progress.” : 
Nothing more ever came of the Count’s 
interest, for, as the war broke out, they 
were forced to end their correspon- 
dence. 
Zlata does not punctuate, but except 
for what seemed necessary in that re- 
gard the verses presented on this page 
are as she wrote them.

a sin to dispose of any kind of a foot 
covering in these days when the cost of 
leather is so high. The qdestion was 
solved in some cases by giving the shoes 
to the present irreclaimable sinners in 
the way of shoes, with the hope that by

The association now has a list of retail 
shoe shops in this city and all over the 
country and in Canada where shoes of 
which it approves can be found. One 
firm, having 7,000 retail shops all over 
the world, is on the list. There is an- 
other with 2,000 retail stores, and there 
are innumerable others with fewer stores. 
The names of all are well known. : 

Girls’ colleges and normal schools 
which have been consulted on the subject 
have been greatly interested, and the au- 
thorities say that they will do everything 
they can to promote the use of a shoe 
fitting the normal foot. Health is the 


thing the association is after, and it says | 


that narrow toes and high heels cause 
a walk which puts a strain upon the 


: spine and throws the internal organs out 
of place. 


The. shoe recommended by the Y. W. 
C. A. experts has a straight line on the 


inside of the foot, as in the natural foot - 


It has a flexible sole, so that the toes, 
which were intended to grip the ground 


in walking, may have a chance to per- . 


form their natural fynction, and it has 
low, broad heels. 

“One can have as sprightly a gait at 
90 as at 19 if the muscles of the ankles 
have not been weakened by lack of ex- 
ercise and oversupport,” says Dr. Au- 
gusta Rucker, head of the health de- 


There are some 1,000: women doing the . 


work of the National Y. W. C. A. at its 
big headquarters at 600 Lexington Ave- 
nue and in the several houses adjoining 
which have had to be taken over for its 
constantly growing work, and practically 


the time they were worn out their shoe 
morals might have improved. 

“I gave away five pairs of perfectly 
good shoes,” said one attractive girl at 
the headquarters, “and now I have only 
one pair myself, and will have for 
some time, but I never would go back to 
the old kind.” 

But two of the prettiest and healthiest 
young women in the association room 
are wearing high heels and pointed toes, 
and say they could not possibly walk in 
any other kind of a shoe. 

Wearers of the sensible shoe are in- 
structed how to walk. Toeing out is 
wrong. The direct walk, like the Indians, 
the toes straight ahead, is the only cor- 
rect and. beautiful way. 

“The wabbler toeth out,” says the as- 
sociation. “Toeing ahead puts you on 
the straight road to success.”

wearing a round-toe, moderately high- 
heeled Oxford, which she purchased as 


an “ American ” shoe in Italy, but here- 


al finds only the high-heeled pointed 
shoe worn by American women. 

“I was amazed to see the shoes here,” 
says Dr. Yvonne Pouzin, who is from 
Nantes. “ When we see a shoe in France 
that is broad and comfortable, that is 
shaped like the human foot, we say ‘ that 
is an American shoe.’ We say the Amer- 
ican people are logical and sensible; and 
that they wear a sensible shoe. We may 
have shees with high heels, but always 
with room at the toe. Here I see the 
shoe with the very high heel and np room 
at all at the toe. It must be that we in 
France are the logical and sensible 
people.” 

Dr. Natalie Wintsch-Maleeff says that 
in Lausanne, Switzerland, her home, they 
have pointed shoes only in the museums, 
as showing the amusing things worn in 
the days of the grandmothers. 

Dr. Tomo Inouye, a Japanese doctor 


* and Government Health Inspector of 


Schools in Japan, tells of a wide variety 
of sensible footwear in her country. 
There is the native sandal with light- 
weight boxwood soles, several inches 
high for wet weather, a little lower for 
weather not quite as wet, and lower for 
ordinary walking—a half-dozen kinds all 
teld—with fire embroidered straps for 
court wear and less elaborate for ordi- 
nary people. Many of the schoolgirls 
wear the ordinary leather shoe of a kind 
that Dr. Inouye herself was wearing, 
with round toe and low heel.

Accounts have appeared of the splendid 
work done by all our troops acting under 
the orders ‘of Brig.

~ artillery,” though it is the only regiment 
_of horse artillery in the whole United 


States Army; the only artillery actually 
on the border, (other units are as near 
as. San Antonio,) and the only American 
artillery to fire a.shot across. the border 
into Mexico since 1848. The 2d Bat- 
talion of the 82d is the only American 
artillery which has taken part in an 


actual engagement on Mexican soil since - 


1848. The only death-of an American 
soldier in the Juarez incident was that of 
Private Sam Tusco of Headquarters Com- 
pany of the 82d, who was killed by a 
sniper’s bullet. : 
On the second day of the fighting 
around Juarez a cavalry brigade, with 
the 2d Battalion of the 82d Field Artil- 
lery, started at 11:30 P.-M. to cross the 
Rio Grande at a point about three miles 
southeast of El Paso. The battalion ex- 
perienced some difficulty in fording the 
Rio Grande. Five carriages stuck in the 
river for several hours, but were finally 
extricated and rejoined the battalion in 
Mexico. After arriving on the other side, 
the troops manoeuvred during most of 
the remainder of the night to get into 
positions assigned them, and were on the 
alert alt night. 





In the morning, the Villista camp hav- 
ing been located, the cavalry, followed 
by the artillery, approached the Villista 
camp at a gallop over rather difficult 
ground, including a number of small irri- 
gation ditches. The leading battery went 
into action at a gallop and opened fire 
with shrapnel on the fleeing Villista 
column at an estimated gun range. of 
4,000 yards. The first shrapnel was seen 
to burst just over the heads of the fleeing 
Mexicans in about the tentre of the 
column. The result was an apparent 
wiping out of a section in the centre of 
the column, and the two remaining por- 
tions of the column went ir different 
directions. 

Shortly afterward during the pursuit 
an adobe shack was seen upon which a 
direct hit had been made; within were 
the bodies of twenty-five killed or severe- 
ly wounded Mexicans. On the return 
march over 50 abandoned Mexican 
saddles and 100 rifles were observed; and 
about 300 loose Mexican ponies and 
burros, abandoned by the Villistas, were 
scattered.all over the front. Some of the 
rifles, a few of German manufacture, 
were brought back as souvenirs by mem- 
bers of the command.

It is show- 
ing them daily how beauty has been made 
in the past and can be made again in the 
present with profit for the maker and 
for the consumer. But nothing that it 
does is more truly enlightening than the 
little exhibitions it gives of drawings and 
water colors. These not only invite the 
attention of the public to charming. ideas 
charmingly expressed, but serve as a 
rebuke to that sad snobbishness of .taste 
that sees art “important.” only in oil 
paintings and statues of marble and 
bronze. If one or two persons stop and 
think in these happy small galleries that 
art has nothing to do with the medium 
used by the artist, but everything to do 
with the way he uses it, much will be 
gained and the exhibitions completely 
justified. If just one person should reflect 


that this little flower garden of a water | 


color by Thomas Rowlandson, now on 
view in Gallery 25, is ever so much more 
significantly’ a work of art. than the 
stupid, solemn, elaborate portraits by 
Beechey, ‘or Hovenden’s  well-meant 
“ Jerusalem the Golden,” all the trouble 
Mr. Burroughs has taken with these 
“ minor” galleries will have been proved 
worth while. 

The exhibition this month includes the 
Rowlandson, one or two water color draw- 


ings of the finest type by Blake, a pencil - 


sketch by Romney, and a sketch by 
Hoppner, water colors by Girtin, Cotman, 
and Cozens—a collection of British talent 
that proves variety whatever it may not 
prove. The more entertaining of Row- 
landson’s two pictures shows a cavalcade 
of merrymakers on their way to the 
Derby Day races. Wagon following 
wagon, coach following coach along the 
winding road that passes Englich hovels 
and. English -hedgerows, and under an 
wend‘ their way te a. distant horizon. 
There is an open carriage far in advance 
with banner and sunshade and the 
boniest of old nags gathering his decrepit. 
legs under him for superequine exertions 
in honor of the cause; there are dogs and 
children and women and men, fat and 


thin, but. mostly .very fat, in the rear; . 
there are steaming foreheads and bulg-.. 
ing lunch baskets and cheering pystand- - 
.ers,_cripples. hobbling _painfully- to the: 


crowd, an angry girl berating her com- 
panion, an old woman bibulous and with 
bottle in hand—everything that could 
belong to the Derby is there, and no one 
is left in doubt about the form and ex- 
pression of the humblest participant in 
the panorama. Everything is defined and 
expressive and unmistakable. But the 
lightness of the touch is truly’ incom- 
parable. No one ever has been at once 
as light and as solid a> Rowlandson. His 
drawing makes one think of the kind of 
enormously stout men who walk like 
rubber balis—except that it is both light 
and beautiful in its resilient spright!iness. 

The tales he tells of British character 
have been told in British novels with an 
equal freedom of description, but no novel 
bores you so little as one of these gay, 
casual, accurate, vivid studies of life as 
it was lived by the artist and his com- 
panions. He was a caricaturist at times, 
but he was an artist first, and there is no 
padding in his art and no concession to a 
popular moment. That is why today, with 
the popular moments long in the past, 
they seem to belong to us still. The 
quaintly conventionalized foliage of the 
trees in this picture (a convention not so 
unlike that of Gainsborough with his 
trees) still stirs in the warm wind, the 
clouds still threaten showers, and the 
sunlight still streams down on perspir- 
ing old gentlemen, the road leads on to 
the course, the hubbub fills the air—it 
still is Derby Day and the color of Row- 
landson blooms like a rose on the yel- 
lowed paper of the early nineteenth 
century. 

From Rowlandson to Blake is not much 
of a step in point .of time, as the two 
artists were born within a year of each 
other, but they represent wholly opposite 
points of view in art. Rowlandson looked 
out on the contemporary world in which 
he had such an amusing and lively time, 
and made it his pleasure to communi- 
cate his own zest for living to his public. 
He painted hunting fields, gaming tables. 
inns, festivals—a cheerful public wor'd 
intently and intimately observed. Blake 
when he looked out upon the world 


beheld it as a symbol. and drew it as 


such: : 


“With my inward eye, ‘tis an old man — 


gray; : : r 
With my. outward, 2 thistle across my 
way,” he says, -~ 5; * 
It-was the old mangray that went into: 


he comments scornfully, “ Men think they 
can copy nature as correctly as I copy 
imagination.” The superb drawing at 
the Museum of “The Wise and Foolish 
Virgins ” justifies his pride. The beauty 
of the long folds of the robes brings 
another of his phrases to mind, “ That is 
not a line which doubts and hesitates in 
the midst of its course.” It was. his task, 
he avowed, to find form and keep it, and 
the firm, rich forms im this drawing 
could not suggest reality with greater 
force if they had been modeled from liv- 
ing people posed for the composition. A! 
that is not real about them is the ex- 
pression or Jack of it in their faces. 
Where Rowlandson made his reed pen 
give a single curl to express anger or 
delight or expectation and gave just the 
movement to the features that tells us 
all, Blake added “ particulars ” innumer- 
able to his beautiful design and left his 
faces classic masks with conventionally 
agonized eyebrows or admonishing lips. 
This impersonality of feature was not 
infrequent in Blake’s portrayal of his 
“visions.” He was an architect and a 
decorative designer rather than a. dra- 
matist in art. 

His emotion is expressed in abstract 
line as the mediaeval] builders expressed 
theirs in the upward sweep of a Gothic 
cathedral. All his art is a cathedral art 
rising above the homes and activities of 
the surrounding country. A drawing by 
Blake with such drawings as these by 
Rowlandson in its neighborhood makes 
one think of that litt!e etching by Lepére, 
in which the great church of Amiens 
serves as a background to a flustered 
crowd of -peasants concerned with the 
fate of their little lives and their house- 
hold gods. 

There are drawings by Flaxman also 
in the collection; Flaxman, the kind- 
hearted friend of. Blake,. the designer 
of decorative bas zeliefs for Wedgwood, 
the illustrator of Homer, Aeschylus, and 
Dante; the sculptor of the Pitt Monu- 
ment, a neo-classic artist in every in- 
stinct, and revealing in this sturdy com- 
pany as much the feebleness as the grace 
of neo-classicism. They are ~curiously 
enticing, with a qvaint hint of music hall 
eomedy invading their Greek perfection. 

In Romney’s pencil drawing of a 


' Lady with a Book” we have more of 
. the conventional eighteenth century .atti- 


tude toward art. Here is neither the pas- 


Castle” are drenched with sunlight, and 
the sharp accents of black and red in the 
costumes of the people in the foreground 
are thr saving of the mi'd general effect. 
His “ xfarm Buildings,” with their yellow 
and white enforced by the dark bands of 
timbers, gives an even pleasanter im- 
pression of combined strength and sweet - 
ness. Turner also is represented and 
George Mor'and. Ruskin’s “ Ducal Palace 
Colonnade ” is drawn with conscience and 
delicacy, and is far less ‘prolix th7n -it<- 
author’s least description of architecture 
as beautiful. 

Burne-Jones is here, the only one o* 
the circle formed avout the pre-Kaphael- 
ites. His “ Bath of Venus” is lovely and 
poetic with the poetry of William Morris. 
It is a puzzle for psychologists, the 
languor of those energetic Englishmen 
who worked so hard and whose brains 
threnged with ideas, who made. light of 
obstacles and took the heavy end of all 
the tasks that.came their way. The 
“Bath of Venus” is the sleepiest little 
drawing on the wall, and the art that 
produced it was in truth the Sleeping 
Beauty in the dense wood of the British 


; nineteenth century. 


It is amusing to look across from this 
English wall to the French wall on the 
opposite side of the gallery, with its 
Oudry and Boucher, its Puvis and Degas. 
But France also had its Sleeping Beauty 
in the art of Legros, which very appro- 
priately occupies the side wall between 
the English and French walls. The fact 
that Legros worked in London, where he 
was treated far better than in his native 
country, has nothing to do with the 
character of his work, which is not in the 
least English, yet has the English love 
of Greek models.

NDER this delightful title Paul 
Junka has given the impressions 
of a Parisian literary woman on

Cross in France. She has done this in a 


She succeeds in giving a vivid representa- 
tion of what she saw and heard, and, seen 
through her Frenchwoman’s eyes, many 
details come out that would hardly ap- 
pear in a work by a fellow-countrywoman. 
Things that would be passed by in silence 
get emphasized, and one sees that these 
things have importance;-.are valuable. 
There is the insistence on the cheerful-" 
ness and democracy of office life, for in- 
_Stance. That makes a strong appeal to 
the writer, The ease with which com- 
munications are established between the 
heads of departments and the caller or 
the office force, as the case may be, the 
openness and ‘freedom of the routine, 
these astonish and delight her. Confront- 
ed with them as one is in this book, they 
delight one, too. Then there is her in- 
terest in the placing of women in impor- 
tant positions, where’ there is much re- 
sponsibility.

And one can- 
not but feel that so good a work, so ex- 
celiently handled, giving rise, as it does 
in this Frenchwoman, to a new concep- 
tion of society's duty to the child and the 
unfortunate, as well as teaching, an 
efficient, business method for fulfilling this 
obligation, one cannot help but feel that 
here is. the greatest work of the future,

THE SEA BRIDE 


WHE SEA BRIDE. By Ben Ames Williams. 
New York: The Macmillan Company. 
HE old whaling days—there is a senti- 

mental sound in the phrase. There_ 
has been much talk of the mellow 
memories of a bustling past; much writing, 
ef the sleepy romance of whaling villages 
mow dozing in the fading savor of their 

roaring years. The whaler has been a 

matter for tourists and New Engiand folk 

tales. 

Not so with Ben Ames Williams. Twice 
within the year he has brought the whaling 
days to life in booming narratives. ‘“* All 
the Brothers Were Valiant ’’ came first; 
a fine, eager story that swept a rapid 
course through a cleanly traced episode, 
and hinted at the pride of family and 
loyalty of purpose which the old whalers 
felt. Now there is ‘‘ The Sea Bride,” a 
full novel, more leisurely, ampler in con- 
struction, painstaking in development. 

The whaling was hardly more than a 
motif in the shorter story; here it is the 
flesh and blood of the book. Paith, wedded 
to old Noll Wing, sailing the same day for 
the three long years of a whaling cruise, 
gives the book its title. But even Faith 
is not at the centre of the story; that place 
belongs to the whaler’s men. Faith comes 
into her own most of all as a whaler’s wife, 
masterful in purpose and devoted to the 
uttermost to the task of filling the laboring 
hull with the barrels on barrels of odorous 
oil that meant wealth for the owner and 
@ stake in port for master and mates. 

It is the gradual decay of the mighty 
Cap’n Wing that gives the book its sig- 
nificance. The ruthless power slowly 
sapped by age, anger, and rum, the sudden 
flashes of recurrent force, the maudlin re- 
lapses, the magnificent final madness and 
the craven end of the man form the burden 
of the story. Faith is firmly but more 
narrowly characterized. Brander lacks 
something of the full-r ded per lity 
of a genuine creation; Dan’) is drawn with 
a little crudity; the boy, Roy, and the 
wretched Mauger, slighter figures, are ad- 
mirably sketched. 

The book is oddly inferior to its pre~ 
decessor in detailed execution. Where the 
shorter story was clear-cut and sometimes 
brilliant in rendering, the novel suggests, 
here and there, either haste or inexpe- 
rience. There is something of the youth- 
ful artist who outlines his figures in hard 
pencil lines before putting in the color. 
There are explicit statements where the 
reader’s inferences would have been ade- 
quate, sometimes a needless iteration. By 
comparison with the fight in the earlier 
book the méiée in ‘‘ The Sea Bride’”’ is 
unimpressive; it is slow in the telling. The 
short, blunt sentences, well suited as they 
are to the rugged story, have occasionally 
a touch of monotony, and there seems to 
be no excuse for so lavish a use of the 
mark of omission. * * * 

But if the shorter -story was the more 
finished, the new book is the more signifi- 
cant, and in its own way fully as promis- 
ing. Mr. ‘Williams gives evidence of 
genuine power of characterization in trac- 
ing Cap’n. Wing’s downfall; in an oc- 
easional description there is a hardy grasp 
ef reality; in the whaling--episodes and 
ether pivotal incidents a faithfal, some- 
times a memorable, vigor of narrative. The 
last wild struggie between the old Captain 
and the sea is unforgettable.

HIS new Welume, by a eg Lynd, 
contains a group of twenty-seven 
* biographical and critical studies im 
which are set forth in their essential 
character the genius and personality of 
each of the authors forming the 
of these essays. : 
Dostoevsky’s world is to Mr. Lynd, “a 
inferno—a multiplicity of action” * *~ 
fn which even the talk is of actions 
than of ideas.”’ ‘‘ As strongly repelled 
Dostoevsky’s shrieking Pan Slaviem as 
his sensationalism among horrors,’* 
genev is “a welcome presence * * © 
of those authors whose books we love 
cause they reveal a personality sensitive; 
affectionate, pitiful."’ His chief distinction 
as a novelist is to Mr. Lynd, the creating 
of noble women; his chief fault, a *‘ lack of 
exuberance.’’ Jane Austen is one to whom 
“ conversation jife 
® * © the first English novelist before 
Meredith to portray women with free per- 
gonalities,’’ and, like Meredith, a ‘* satirist 
of the male egoist."* Mr. Lynd regards 
Shaw as ‘‘ genial beyond the majority of 
inveterate controversialiste and propagan- 
dists * * * not hesitating to wound and 
not hesitating to misunderstand, but free 
from malice '’;-he is a champion of truth 
and a “‘ master of laughter,"’ gifted with 
a ‘‘ genuine comic sense of character:’’ 
James is characterized as a “* realist of 
civilized society, in which both speech and 
action have to be sifted with scientific care 
before they will yield their. grain -of 


motive,’’ and as has been noted by James's | 


amanuensis, Miss Bosanquet, Mr. Lynd 
notes the striking analogy between James's 
literary method and that of his hero in 
“The Death of the Lion’’—*‘loose, liberal, 
confident.” Of “ The Middle Years,” he 
says, “‘ It is precious in every page for its 
wit * * * and those who can read it at 
all will read it with shining. eyes *’; while- 
of James as a critic, he says,“ he is never 
more human than when he is writing about 
books. It is not inconceivable that he will 
live as a critic long after he is forgotten 
as a novelist."’ 

To admirers of Hardy it would seem that 
the moving quality of this novelist’s work 
has escaped the critic. One finds fault 
with the statement that Hardy is not a 
great poet, not because the critic has 
failed to enjoy Hardy's poetry, but because 
the statement implies an insufficient grasp 
of Hardy’s prose. To apply Hudson‘s 
definition ef a poet, Hardy is an “‘ in- 
terpreter of life through the medium of 
the emotions *'; the verse is, if you like, a 
variation on the prose; superfluous if one 
does not care for the prose, indispensabte 
if one does. So far as Hardy's meter is 
eoncerned, it will not strike the most ardent 
admirer of Hardy as being uniformly 
felicitous, but is it fair te say that Hardy 
is ‘‘ neither sufficiently articulate nor suf- 
ficiently fastidious to be a gréat poet '” 7 

Mr. Lynd says of Conrad: “* There. is 
no other living writer whe is sensitive in 
anything like the same degree, to the sheer 
mysteriousness of the earth,” and he has 
felt to be conspicuous, throughout Conrad's 
interpretation of life, a ‘‘ passionate moral- 
ity.”” ‘* In some ways,"’ he says in the 
chapter on Browning, ‘‘ Mr. Conrad‘s is 
the most heroic imagination tn contempo- 
rary literature."" Though Conrad himself 
has said that it is “The Nigger of the 
Narcissus ’’ by which he wishes his success 
as an artist to be judged, Mr. Lynd thinks 
his fame will rest chiefly upon three of his 
volumes of short. stories, ‘' Typhoon,’’ 
~ Youth,’’ and ‘‘ ’"Twixt Land and Sea.” 

In Yeats, Mr. Lynd regrets the “* self- 
eonsciousness of the priest ’’; he feels that 
“Mr. Yeats is not a genius with natural 
readiness of speech.’ Those who think 
of Mr. Yeats as a conversationist, a 
master of clean-cut, luminous prose, will 
find it difficult to credit this last. state- 
ment, but will none the less be satisfied 
that Yeats’s magic has been felt when 
Mr. Lynd speaks of ‘’ the deep passion 
which has given shape to his verse,”’ when 
he denominates him ‘‘ a genius outside the 
landmarks, * * * too original, too 
secret * * * to capture an imagination 
that has fixed the outlines of its king- 
dom.”

Keats, Mr. Lynd declares, is ‘‘ great among 
the second, not among the fsa, poets.”

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THE REDEMPTION OF APE DEAE 
by Colonel Frank Billings, U. 8.

FTER discussing the movements for 
the rehabilitation of disabled soldiers 
in various foreign countries, Bel- 
gium, which was the pioneer; 

France, where schools were established by 
private philanthropy; Great Britain, where 
the provisions for the treatment of the dis- 
abled was the most generous of all; resto- 
ration work in the Central Empires, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa, India, 
and Italy, the author, who is a member of 
the research division of the Federal Board 
for Vocational Education, discusses the re- 
ception of the problem of the disabled in 
America. The treatment of the disabled 
everywhere, says Mr. Harris, was handi- 
capped by the fact that not much attention 
was given the problems arising from it. 
It was only when the number of injured 
men reached vast figures, and their help 
Was necessary in continuing those proc- 
esses in production accessory to the work 
of armies, that serious thought was 
focused on their welfare. This has a 
harsh sound, but Mr. Harris, though he 
tries to mitigate the fact, does not alto- 
gether obscure its harshness> 

In America, however, there was already 
on foot a movement which adapted itself 
admirably to the solution of problems in 
relation to disabled soldiers. This was the 
movement for vocational education. The 
Smith-Hughes Federal Vocational act, ap- 
proved on Feb. 23, 1917, created a large 
fund and the machinery for the spread of 
**common sense ’’ education. With the 
@eclaration of war the army and- navy 
called upon the Federal Board, created by 
the Federal Vocational act, for help in 
training men for necessary war duties. 
This need the board met; it offered courses 
for radio and buzzer operators, shipbuild- 
ing courses, training for motor truck driv- 
ers and chauffeurs, &c., down through a 
long list. After telling of the work the 
board did along these lines, Mr. Harris 
bririgs the record into relation with his 
subject as follows: 


These details are given to demon- 
strate the immediate availability of the 


Federal Board for Vocational Educa- — 


tion for the vocational rehabilitation of 
the disabled soldiers. It was clear that 
if the Federal Board was competent to 
train men especially for the stress and 
strain of warfare, it was abundantly 
able and qualified to prepare them for 
the walks and works of peace. This 
was the gonclusion of those who were 
charged with the provision for the wel- 
fare of the war disabled. They decided 
that this efficient agency, in smooth 
running order, must be utilized in the 
retraining of the men who ‘would be 
compelled to enter new fields of en- 
deavor to gain a livelihood. Other coun- 
tries had been compelled to evolve this 
machinery by experimentation and ex- 
perience. The United States, fortu- 
nately, had an adequate medium at 
hand, ready, and deeply interested in 
the subject of the injured man and his 
future. 

The rest of the book tells what was 
actually done. The War Risk Insurance 
act, designed to avoid the evils of the pen- 
sion system; | the Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion act, the rdle of the Government as an 
employer of labor, all this is recorded in a 
volume that is clear, comprehensive, and 
interesting for its own sake, irrespective of 
its humanitarian and social value, as an 
exposition of how enlightened and public- 
spirited men deal with what is perhaps the 
vastest problem in human salvage ever 
faced by man.

R. CAMMEN is an engineer and 
electrician who has served his 
country abroad professiorially, and 
Perhaps not less well at home as an author 
of this book with nothing professional 
about it.

When we view. the shortcomings of the 
present individualism, its waste of: en- 
‘ergy, its fretful overwork, its cruel in- 
equality, and the bitter lot that it brings 
to the uncounted millions of the  sub- 
merged, we are inclined to cry. out 
against it, and to listen with a steady 
ear to the easy promises of the idealist, 

But when we turn to the contrasted 
fallacies of socialism, its obvious im- 
practicality and the dark gulf of social 
chaos that yawns behind it, we are 
@riven back shuddering to cherish rath- 
er the ills we have than fly to others we 
know not of... 

Yet out of the whole discussion of the 

‘matter some few things begin to merge 
into the clearness of certain day, 

It is clear enough on the one hand 
that we can expect no sudden and com- 
plete transformation of the world in 

. Which we live. Such a process is im- 
possible. The industrial system is too 
@omplex, its roots are too deeply struck 
and its whole organism of too delicate 
a growth to permit us to tear it from 
‘the soil. Nor is humanity itself fitted 
for. this kind of transformation. which 
filis the dreams of the perfectionist: 
The’ principle of selfishness that ‘ has 
been the survival instinct of existence 
‘since life first crawled in the slime of 
@ world in evolution,“is as yet but little 
_mitigated. In the long process of time 
@ome higher cosmic sense may take its 
Diace.. It has not done so yet. If the 
Kingdom of Socialism were opened to- 
morrow there are but few fitted to en-) 

. ter,

But on the other hand it is equally’ 
@léar that the doctrine of “Every Man 
for Himself,” as it used to be applied, 
is ‘done with forever. The time 
gone by when & man shall starve. ask- 
ing in vain for work: When the list- 


"Jess outcastshalt- draw’ hie rage shiver- 


ing about him unheeded of his fellows: 


*-When children shall be born in hunger 


and bred in want and broken in toil 
with never a chance in life. 

If nothing else will end these things; 
fear will do it. The hardest capitalist 
that ever gripped his‘ property with. the 
fron clasp of legal right relaxes his 
grasp a little when he thinks of the pos- 
sibilities of. a social conflagration. 

In this respect five years of war have 
taught us more than a century of peace. 
It‘has set in a clear light new forms of 
social obligation. The war brought with 
it conscription—not as we used to see it, 
as the last horror of military tyranny, 
but as the crowning pride of democracy. 
‘An inconceivable revolution in the 
theught of the English-speaking peoples 
has taken place in respect to it. 

The obligation of every man, accord- 
ing to his age and circumstance, to take 
up arms for his country and, if need be, 
to die for it, is henceforth the recog- 
nized -basis of progressive democracy. 

But conscription has its other side. 
The obligation to die must carry with it 
the right to live. If every citizen owes 
it to society that he must fight for it in 
case of neéd, then society owes to every 


-- gitizen the opportunity of a livelihood. 


*““Wnemployment,”’ in the case of the 
willing and able, becomes henceforth a 
sotiel crime. Every democratic Govern- 
ment must henceforth.take as the start- 
ing point of its industrial policy, that 
there shall be no such thing as able- 
bodied. men and women ‘‘out of work,” 
looking for occupation and unable to 
find it, ‘Work must either be found 
or must be provided by the State itself. 
Yet it is clear that a policy of State 
work and State pay for all who are 
otherwise to find occupation involves ap- 
palling. difficulties. The opportunity 
will loom large for the prodigal to waste 
money, for the undertaking..of public 
works of no real utility and for the sub- 
sidizing ‘of:an army of loafers. -But the 
difficwities; great though they are, are 
not insuperable. The payment for State 
‘Jabor of this kind can be kept low 
rough to make it the last resort: rather 
than the ultimate ambition of the work- 
er. “Nor need the work be useless. In 
* qew countries, espécially such as Can- 
“and the United States and Aus- 
, the development of latent natural 
assets could absorb thie 
tions.

It is clear now ‘that. 
‘our. fortunes. are not in individual keép- 
hae We Ae EDR as @ nation. And 
nation’ w neglects the aged 

infirm, ‘which ‘leaves a family ceguetg vt 
shipwrecked as the result of a single 
accident to a bread-winner, cannot sur- 
Vive as against a nation jn which the 
welfare of each is regarded as contri- 
butery to the safety at all. Even the 
purest selfishness would dietate a policy 
of social insurance. 

There is no need to. discuss the particu- 
lar way In. which this can best be 
carried out. It will vary with the cir- 
cumstances of each community. The ae- 
tion of the municipality, or of the State 
or province, or of the central govern- 
ment itself may be called into play. But 
in one form’ or another, the economic 
loss involyed in illness and infirmity 
must be shifted from the shoulder of the 
individual to that of society at large. 
There was but little realization of. this. 
obligation in the nineteenth century. 
Only. in the sensational moments of 
famine, flood, or pestilence: was a gen- 
eral social effort-ealled forth, But in the 
clearer view of the social bond which the 
war has given us we can seé that faniine 
and pestilence are merely exaggerated 
forms of what is happening every day in 
our midst.- 

We spoke much during the war of 
“man power.’ We suddenly realized: 
that after all the greatness and strength 
of a nation is made up of the men and 
women who compose it. Its money, in 
the narrow sense, is nothing: a set of 
meaningless chips and counters piled 
upon a banker’s table ready to fall at a 
touch, Even before the war we had be- 
gun to talk eagerly and anxiously of the 
conservation of national resources, of the 
need of safe-guarding the forests and 
fisheries and the mines. These are im- 
portant things. But the war has shown 
that the most’ important thing of all is 
the conservation of men and women, 

The Mailth m Theory. 

The attitude of the nineteenth century 
upon this point was little short of in- 
sane. The melancholy doctrine of Mal- 
thus had perverted the public mind. -Be- 
cause it was difficult for a poor man 
to bring up a family, the hasty conclu- 
sion was reached that a family ought 
not to be brought up. But the war has 
entirely inverted and corrected this 
point of view. ._The father and mother 
who were able to send six sturdy na- 
tive born sons to the conflict were re- 
garded as benefactors -to the nation. 
But these six sturdy “sons had been, 
some twenty years hefore, six ‘* puling 
infants,’’ viewed with gloomy disap- 
proval by the Malthusian bachelor. If 
the strength of the nation lies in its 
men and women there is only one way 
to increase it. Before the war it was 
thought that a simpler and easier 
method of increase could bé- found in 
the wholesale import of Austrians, Bul- 
garians and Czechoslovaks,. The newer 
nations boasted proudly of their immi- 
gration tables. The fallacy is apparent 
nowt Those who really count in a nav 
tion and those who govern its destinies 
for good or ill are those who are born 
in it. 

It is difficult to overestimate the 
harm that has been done to public 
policy by this same Malthusian theory. 
It has opposed to every proposal of 
social reform an obstacle that seemed 
insuperable. 

The danger is a rapid overincrease of 
population that would pawuperize the 
community. Population, it was ‘said, 
tends always to press upon the heels of 
subsistence. If the poor are pampered 
they will breed fast; the time will come 
when there will not be food for all and 
we shall perish in a common destruc- 
tion. Seen in this light, infant ._mor- 
tality and the cruel wastage of disease 
were viewed, with complacence. It was 
Nature’s Own process at work. The 
“unfit,” so called, were being winnowed 
out that only the best might’ survive; 
The biological doctrine of evolution was 
misinterpreted and misapplied to social 
policy. 

But in the organic world there is no 
such thing as the “‘ fit’ or the *‘ unfit,’’ 
in any higher or moral sense. The most 
hideous forms of life may “ survive ”’ 
and thrust aside the most beautiful. It 
is only by a confusion of thought that 
the processes of organic nature which 
render every foot of fertile ground the 
scene of unending conflict can be used 
to explain away the death of children 
of the slums. The whole theory of sur- 
vival is only a. statement of what is

4 ) World Is Not Fal 

But it is time that the Maithusian doc- 
trine—the fear of overpopulation as a 
hindrance to social teform—was dis- 
missed ‘from consideration. It is at best 
but a worn-out scarecrow shaking its 
vain rags in the ‘wind. Population, it ia 
true, increases in a geometrical ratio. 
The human race, if favored by environ- 
ment, can easily double itself every 
twenty-five years, If it did this the time 
must come, through sheer power of mul- 
tiplication, when ‘there .would not be 
standing room for it on the globe. All 


‘of this is undeniable, but it Is quite wide 


of the mark. It. is time enough to cross 
a. bridge when we come to it. . The 
‘* standing room ”’. problem is still re- 
moved from us by such uncounted gen- 
erations that we need give no thought 
to it. ‘The physical resources of. the 
globe are as yet only tapped, and not ex- 
hausted.. We have done little more than 
scratch the surface, Because we are 
crowded here and therein the, anthills 
of our cities we dream that the world 
is full. Because; undér our present ‘sys- 
tem, we do not raise enough food: for 
all, we fear that the food supply: is 
running short. All this is pure fancy. 
Let any one consider in*his ‘mind's eye 
the enormous untouched assets still re- 
maining for mankind in the vast spaces 
filled with the tangled forests of South 
America, or the exuberant. fertility of 
equatorial Africa, or the huge plains of 
Canada, Australia, Southern Siberia, 
and the United States, as yet only thinly 
dotted with human settlements. ‘There 
is no need to draw up an anxious bal- 
ance sheet of our assets. There is still 
an uncounted plenty, And every human 
being born upon the world represents a 
power of work that, rightly directed, 
more than supplies his wants, The fact 


that as an infant he does not maintain | 


himself has nothing to do with the case. 
This was true even in the or of 
Eden. 

The fundamental error of ii Malthu- 
sian theory of population and. poverty 
is to confound the difficulties of human 
organization with the question of phy- 
sical production. Our existing poverty 
is purely a problem in the @irection and 
distribution of human effort. ‘It has no 


connection as yet with the question: of 


the total available means of subsistence. 
Some day, in a remote future, in. which 
under an improved social system the 
numbers of mankind might increase to 
the full power of the natural capacity 
of multiplication, such a question might 
conceivably disturb. the equanimity of 
mankind. But it need not now. It is 
only one of many disasters that must 
sooner or later overtake mankind. The 
sun, so the astronomer tells us, is cool- 
ing down; the night is coming; an 
all-pervading cold will some day chill 
into rigid death the last vestige of or- 
ganic life. Our poor planet will be but 
a. silent ghost whirling on its dark path 
in the starlight. This ultimate disaster 
is, as far as our vision goes, inevitable. 
Yet no one concerns himself with it. So 
should it be with the danger of the uiti- 
mate overcrowding of the globe. 


A Plea for the Children. 


I lay stress upon this problem of the 
increase of population because to my 
thinking it is in this connection that 
the main work and the best hope of 
social reform can be found. The chil- 
dren of the race should be the very 
blossom of its fondest hopes.- Under 
the present order and with the present 
gloomy preconceptions they have been 
the least of its collective cares, Yet 
here—and here more than anywhere— 
is the point toward which social effort 
and social legislation may~ be directed 
imtriediately and stccessfully..

One of the Russian _prisoners showed 
such proficiency that Mr. Hoffmann 
was able’ to get permission for him to 
attend“a German university ‘to continue 
research work he had started before the 
war.

says, by the German‘ authorities in ‘the

“ The; great. auditorium, in the form 
of an amphitheatre, should have a cen- 
tral, oval-shaped arena, 120 feet wide 
and 270 feet long, and would seat 5,000 
people. When the arena floor is occu- 
pied by chgirs for use by a convention 
or public meeting, the seating capacity 
would be increased by 5,000, thus giving 
the total seating capacity on this floor 
of 10,000. This would make it the larg- 
est convention hall in the United States. 
No balconies are contemplated in this 
plan. The span of the entire auditorium 
would be 200 feet without interruption 
and the roof would .be sustained by 
great horizontal girders, 30 feet deep.
